Gabbert was elected ten years ago as a pop- 
ulist, but two weeks ago he announced he 
was a democrat, which political faith be 
espovsed several years ago when populism 
became obsolete. 

Gabbert is accused of “ kingsbenching”’ 
the Supreme court In suspending the writ 
of habeas corpus and conniving at deporta- 
tions. He is the justice of whom Senator 
Patterson’s newspaper printed a cartoon 
showing Gabbert beheading the entire demo- 
cratic county administration, for which Pat- 
tersom wae fined $1,000 and which fine is now 
in the Supreme court. The republicans who 
nominated Gabbert admitted he wasa demo- 
crat, but said his record as an uphoider of 
the law required a suitable reward. 

It ig reported tonight that Judge Charles 
tr. Caswell who was nominated with Mr. 
Gabbert for the supreme bench, will with- 
draw his name from the ticket tomorrow. 

There was also a report current tonight 
that the republicans would call another con- 
vention and nominate an entire new ticket.

Mr. Murphy had developed what was 
thought to be cancer of the throat and was 
sent to the Polyclinic hospital for treatment,

Ray Stabs Him Through Heart.

There had been some preliminary exam- 
ipations by the X-rays before today. After 
the last of these Murphy complained of 
tightness in the chest that lasted for nearly 
an hour, He described his sensations as 
so peculiar that a friend told the doctors In 
charge of the case when Murphy went today 
for.examination. This led the physicians 
to make a frigié examination of the heart 
and other vital organs before the patien: was 
placeé under the rays. The heart responded 
to every test. Apparently nothing was wrong 
in any poriton of the body. 

Then Murphy took his seat and the appe- 
ratus was adjusted. 


Full Force Thrown on Throat. 

The directing surgeon placed a disk of lead 
in which a small hole had been bored over 
Murphy's throat. The operator adjusted the 
machine until the ray could be directed 
downward and threw on the current. The 
violet beams were concentrated and held 
over the hole in the disk against Murphy's 
throat. 

As though a@ terrific bolt of electricity had 
passed through his body, Murphy's muscles 
tightened. His eyes closed for an instant, 
then opened with a dead look. . 

“1 can give no explanation of the phenome- 
non,” said one of the surgeons tonight. 
“ Never have I known of such 4 case, There 
may have been a foreign element in the ray 
that killed. It may be that some unknown 
condition existed—that the vacuum in which 
the ray wae created was not complete and 
that in some way this caused its deadly 
quality.

LONDON, Sept. 18, 3a. m.—In connection 
with the detention of steamer passengers by 
the authorities at Ellis island, the Tele- 
graph this morning prints conspicuously a 
communication from G. R. Sims, the 
dramatist, relating the experietice of Mrs. 
Mary Ann Bully, who arrived at New York 
on the steamer Carmania on June 27, to visit 
a sick sister, 

She was a second class passenger, but was 
amply provided with funds. She was amazed 
when she was held up and not alloWed to con- 
tinue her journey. She was detained with 
fifteen other second cabin passengers, and 
was packed among steerage passengers in 
filthy quarters on Ellis island for twenty- 
four hours. 

She was compelled to sleep in company with 
five foreign steerage passengers whose hab- 
its were filthy. She was without decent ac- 
commodations, and had no food except a 
single cup of tea and a slice of bread and 
butter. Her baggage was detained for two 
days after she was released. 


Held for Spinal Weakness. 

Mr. Sims, upon learning of the matter, 
made inquiries through the Cunard Steam- 
ship company, which ascertained that Mrs. 
Bully’s detention was due’to the fact 
that she was afflicted with curvature of the 
spine. Mr. Sims asked: 
“Are second cabin passengers visiting 
America for pleasure or to see friends to be 
packed with steerage passengers on Ellis 
island and detained a day and a night amid 
loathsome surroundings, because they are 
lame or maimed or not quite straight 
backed? In what way can a woman of 530 
with curvature of the spine, money in her 
pocket and friends in America affect the wel- 
fare of American citizens during a short visit 
to their hospitable shores? The simple fact 
is she did not appreciate a hint given to a 
number of the passengers that if they left 
the Carmania they would have to pay so 
many dollars.’’ 

Thinks Americans Will Object. 
He adds ‘‘ Mrs. Bully occupied a position of 
the highest trust with me for twenty years. 
She was well known to many distinguished 
and popular Americans. Some of them 
doubtleas will be ready to testify to the com- 
missioner intrusted with an inquiry that the 
Officials subjected a delicate Englishwoman 
to abominable treatment without the slight- 
est justification. It was her misfortune, not 
her fault, that she failed to appreciate the 
hint as to the cost of freedom from annoy- 
ance.’’

JEWS IN A APPEAL 
TO FOIL OUTRAGE 


Would Bar Russians Who 
Planned Massacre from Pass- 
ing Judgment on Race. 


ASK FAIR COURT MARTIAL 


Head of Tribunal at Warsaw 
Which Condemned Reds Is 
Wounded by Assassins. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—On receipt of a tele- 
gram to the effect that 200 Jews arrested at 
haphagard during the recent massacre at 
Sied ce are being tried by field court mar- 
tial, their Judges being the same officers who 
participated in the disorders, and therefore 
likely to condemn them in order to justify 
the massacre, the committee of British Jews 
today issued a strong appeal tu viviliscd na- 
tions “to prevent such a crime againet civ- 
ilization.’’

WARSAW, Sept. 17.—Gen. Doroshevsky, 
president of the court martial which on so 
15 condemned two revolutionists to deatir b 
hanging, was shot at and wounded in the 
thigh while driving here this morning. The 
would-be assassin escaped. 


Germany Renews Plea. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 17.—The in- 
security of life and property in the Baltic 
provinces, which culminated last Saturday 
in the murder of Herr Bush, a rich German 
manufacturer and the leader of the Ger- 
man colony at Riga, has led the German 
embassy here again to make energetic repre- 
sentations to the foreign office concerning 
the adoption of measures for the protection 
of German subjects. Bush wae killed by 
agents of the revolutionary organization en- 
gaged in levying tribute. 


Quarrel Hastened Trepoff’s Death. 

VIENNA, Sept. 17.—According to informa- 
tion received by the Neue Wiener Tageblatt 
from ‘‘a distinguished Russian authority,” 
Gen. Trepoff at the council at Peterhof on 
Aug. 15, remarked: 

"We have made a fearful mistake in not 
having formed a cabinet representative of 
society.” 

Emperor Nicholas, indignant at the obser- 
vation, avoided Gen Trepoff henceforth. 
Later Gen. Trepoff presented the emperor 
with a project he had elaborated respecting 
the sale of the crown lands, but the emperor 
coldly ordered him to hand it to Grand Duke 
Nicholas, his bitterest enemy. The grand 
duke, after reading the. project, remarked: 
“It is extraordinary that you have now be- 
come a liberal after the attempt .to poison 
you. You are a liberal from fear of revolu- 
tion, not from conviction.”’

OUSTS INSPECTORS 


Two Employes Investigated by 
Commissioner, Who Takes 
Summary Action. 


WOULD SHUT CITY HALL. 


Chief Sanitary Inspector Hedrick 
Wants Health Regulations 
Enforced. 


Buiiding Commissioner Peter Bartzen 
turned his attention yesterday from pubiic 
crusades to a purification of his own de- 
partment. He discharged one of his inspec- 
tors on the grounds of unreliability and sus- 
pended another on charges of neglect of duty 
and drunkenness. 

The suspended inspector is Wiltam  T. 
Gleason, who has been in the bull@ing depart- 
ment five years and hitherto was regarded 
as one of the most experienced employés. 

Numerous complaints against Gleason res 
sulted in Bartgen starting a personai investi- 
gation of inspection in tne northwest quar. 
ter of the city, to which thé inspector was 
assigned. The commissioner cascoverea a 
frame addition being erected to a residence 
at 267 Hurley street. This is within the 
limits of fireproof construction and the ad- 
dition was, therefore, contrary to law, 


Wants Violations Reported, 


On investigation the commissioner found 
that the addition was being erected under 
three permiis—one for reshingling, one for an 
open porch, and one for a bow window. Thé 
addition was 74x feet. 

“ Gleason is responsible for that violation 
of the law,” said Bartzen. “I don’t expect 
him to visit every new building in. bie terri- 
tory every day, but he should inspect every 
building where there are any violations and 
report them.” 

The inspector discharged was William BE. 
Doherty, who probationary period had not 
expired. Doherty stopped work on a building 
and then, according to Bartzen, sent word to 
the contractor to come and “ see” him (Do- 
herty). The commissioner looked up Doher- 
ty’s record and found he had answered false- 
ly a question im the civil service examination. 


Blind Exits Are Discovered, 


Inspectors discovered a seriesof blind exits 
on the alley side of the Chicago opera house 
bullding. On each floor a door was found 
opening from the corridor into the alley, 
though there was no stairway to the ground. 
The doors were locked, but inasmuch as the 
building is used as an exit from the Chicago 
opera house the manugement was ordered to 
equip the stairways at once. 

The department warned Marshall Field &

Pacific Systems Credited with Clev- 
er Stock Deal with James Stillman 
to Secure a Transcontinental Line 
Pennsylvania Believed to Be Pro« 
tected—Nevw Road to Oppose Wa-~ 
bash, M. P., and Western Pacific.

New York, Sept. 17. ~—[Special.]—A report 
that E. H. Harriman and financiers allied 
with him had acquired control of the Balti- 
more and Ohio, and consequently a large 
interest in Reading, received substantial 
confirmation today. Bankers with particu- 
larly good sources of information declared 
there could be no doubt of the transfer of 
control. 

Both Harriman and James Stillman, presi- 
dent of the National City bank, who is one 
of Harriman’s associates on the Union Pa- 
cific board and In railroad stock operations 
generally, have been directors of the Balti- 
more and Ohio for some time. They have 
represented a considerable stock holding. 

This holding, it is believed, was largely 
augmented last spring, when the company. 
put out a new stock issite of $27,50u,000. At 
that time the Harriman party exercised its 
own rights to subscribe to the new issue and 
also purchased others’ rights on a large scale 
in the open market. It would have required 
‘few additional purchases, it is believed, to 
combine with these holdings and the stock 
sold by the Pennsylvania to constitute a 
dominant interest. 


Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Buy Stock. 

Of its own $51,000,000, the Pennsylvania 
sold to Kuhn, Loeb & Co., two weeks ago, 
$40,000,000. Those who are ‘authority for the 
report of the transfer of control insist the 
purchase was made for Harriman’s account, 
elithough Kuhn, Loeb & Co won't admit it. 

Both prominent bankers and well informed 
railroad men were of the opinion that . the 
Pennsylvania, before parting with its hold- 
ings, must have received assurances that 
the road would not be used in any manner 
Getrimental to its interests. 

The Pennsylvania and Baltimore and Ohio, 
it is pointed out, are parallel lines for more 
than half their routes. ' So it is inconceivable 
the Pennsylvania would part with its con- 
trol without the strongest possible guaran- 
tee that the present community of inter- 
ests would be preserved. Other railroad 
men are positive that transfer of control 
in no way will jeopardize the community of 
interests among eastern trunk lines. 

The great advantage of the deal, it is 
agreed, is that it gives Harriman’s party 
practically a transcontinental line and en- 
ables it to make remarkably formidable 
opposition to the projected Gould transcon- 
tinental system, which is rapidly nenees 
completion. 


Big Club Against Gould. 


Though the Rock Island might not care to 
part with ite entire interests in the Alton 
property, it has a line of its own between St. 
Louis and Kansas City and might consent 
to transfer the Kansas City-St. Louis divi- 
sion of the Alton to the Union Pacific... At 
any rate the Union Pacific’s interest in the 
property is sufficient.to insure as good traffic 
arrangements as could be desired. 

The combination of the Baltimore and Ohflo, 
the Union Pacific, and the Chicago and Altom 
would furnish almost parallel competition 
for the main links of the Gould transconti- 
nental chain. The Union Pacific could com- 
pete with Western Pacific, now in course of 
construction, and the Missouri Pacific as far 
east as Kansas City; the Alton parallels the 
Missouri Pacific from Kansas City to St. 
Louis, and the Baltimore and Ohio could take 
care of the Wabash:from St. Louis and Chi- 
cago to Pittsburg and of the Western Mary- 
land and the proposed connecting line be- 
tween Western Maryland and the Wabash 
from Pittsburg to tidewater. 


HELD FOR MISUSING MAILS. 


Diamond Merchant Must Answer for 
Writing Letters Attacking Charac- 
ter of Woman Who Jilted Him. 


Harry H. Morris, who says he is a travel- 
ing salesman for Jones & Dreyer, diamond 
merchants, was held to the federal grand 
jury by Commissioner Foote yesterday and 
placed in jail in default of $2,000 bail, after 
he had confessed writing letters attacking 
the character of Mrs. Loulse Balley of 
Whitewater, Wis. 

Mrs. Bailey is the daughter of J. E. Bur- 
ton, an insurance agent at Whitewater, who 
came here and caused: the arrest’of Morris 
Sunday evening in the postoffice. 

Morris, it is said, was engaged to wed 
Miss Burton, but she broke the engagement 
and recently married Mr. Bailey. Soonafter- 
ward she and her husband. and father re- 
ceived threatening letters from Morris, as 
well as letters disparaging the young wom- 
an’s character.

THE LOVE OF MAN FOR MAN. 

It is not often that one man cares 50 
much for another as to desire to end hisown 
life when his ftiend is taken away. The 

account of such a ease, which was printed 
a few days ago, only emphasizes the rarity 
ef such attachments. “For the love of women 
there bas been no limit to which men have 
pot gone. Murderand suicide, home breaking 
and life wrecking, and every single act in 
the long catalogue of crime have attended 
the relationships which man’s love for wom- 
an has produced. But in actual experience 


men seldom love one another devotedly. 
' There are stories which have come down 


from remote ages telling of the devotion 
of Jonathan to David or of the sweet and 
lasting friendship of Damon for Pythias, 


/ but, even when used as examples worthy 


of emulation, these tales have had little in- 
fidence in bringing men of today into rela- 
tionships of special or pnusua] personal 
closeness. 

The days of chivalry were often marked 
by the devotion of ore to the interest of 
another, a devotion in which intense admira- 
tion and willingness to serve came pretty 
close to worship, but as the romance of 
such an era faded away in the advent of the 
stern and practical life of a commercial age, 
and the notions of personal independence 
eame into violent conflict with the idea of 
service under a fendal lord, the finer sense 
of réal admiration disappeared, lest such 
a feeling should be counted a sign of de- 


pendence and inferiority. In the same way, | 


in Ameri¢an political life, it has been no tiny 
common thing to see men so devoted to the 
interests of a party leader as to be willing to 
make sacrifices of all sorts in order to have 
that leader win—time, money, strength, and 


- enthusiasm being given without stint. Clay, 


or Blaine, or Jackson could count many such 
admirers, but such interest in a leader rare- 
ly approximates real love. 

Men trust their fellows in business, They 
have evéry confidence in them when matters 
of moment are to be considered in secret or 
when financial interests are involved. They 
enjoy their companionship in clubroom or 
lodge, or on outings for health or pleasure, 
They will use all honorable efforts for pro- 
moting the welfare of One another. They 
will risk life to save another from danger 
or death, but when it comes to the deeper 
feeling it is surprising how few the cases 
have been where one man has cared much 
for the affectionate regard of another. The 
exception is the more noteworthy because of 
the ordinary rule of life. 


GALLICIZING MR. HEWLETT.

It President Palma were to admit that 
his election was illegal and retiré from the 
presidency, the new party assuming the ad- 
ministration of affairs would not have the 
confidence of the people, Certainly their 
title to the presidency is not more regular 
than that of Palma, for his has been ap- 
proved by competent tribunals, while theirs 
would be based upon force and their author- 
ity would be derived entirely from revolu- 
tionary sources. President Palma’s title 
may be doubtful, but it is infinitely more 
régular and valid than that of any of his 
opponents. A government organized on a 
title with no lawful basis could not enjoy 
popular confidence and would not last as 
long as that of Palma’s has. 

Whatever the issue of the present im- 
broglio in Cuba may be, it can give no aseur- 
ance of permanént peace. If the forces of 
the United States were to be withdrawn 
from Cuban waters there probably would be 
another incipient revolution in a short time 
and our forces would be obliged to occupy 
Cuban harbors again and overawe the insur- 
gents. How many times this’ operation 
would have to be repeated before definite 
government intervention and absolute oc- 
enupation took place it is not easy to deter- 
mine. It will be an economy both of time 
and expense not to keep it up long, for it is 
only postponing the day when our govern- 
ment must definitely resume its control of 
the island and put an end forever to revolu- 
tion and insurrection. When that time 
comes stable government will be organized, 
and ultimately Cuba will become one of the 
states of the union—one of its most beautiful 
and, in some directions, one of its richest 
and most productive. It will be better both 


for Cuba and for the United States that this 


interesting event shal! not be too long post- 
poned, for the dispatch of. our war vessels 
to Cuban waters and their recall to the 
United States, if many times repeated, will 
be a farce comedy acted for the derision of 
the world. 


MASSACHUSETTS BABIES. 


The Massachusetts burean of statistics 
of labor in a recent bulletin successfully 
challenges the federal census of 1900, 
which séts forth in its vital figures that 
the Bay state has the lowest birthrate 
of any state in the union. It stamps as 
unfair the inclusion in the census figures 
of unmarried women. The census credits 
347 children under 5 years of age to each 
1,000. women in the state. The chief of 
the labor ‘bureau, on the contrary, finds 
that 8,958 ‘children have been born fo 
each 1,000 mothers. If this be correct it 
substantially discredits the census figures, 
but, alas, figures, though they may not 
lie, are sometimes quite elastic, and in the 
hands of a man truly expert can be made 
to accomplish some wonderful results. 
The chief of the national census bureau is 
an expert, probably as skilled an expert 
as the chief of the labor bureau, and -he 
is an exceptionally poor expert who can- 
not make his statistics prove just what 
he wishes them to do. 

The contention of the bureau chief that 
it is unfair to include unmarried women 
in the general estimate seems reasonable. 
If each 1,000 Massachusetts mothers have 
borne 3,958 babies then aucely it is time 
that the stigma of “ race suicide” should 
be removed, for the Massachusetts moth- 
ers are nobly doing their duty. The re- 
port further says that mothers born in 
Maésachusetts have had on the average 
about the same number of children as 
native born mothers in other New Big- 
land states or in other gtates of the 
union, but the death rate among the chil- 
dren of Massachusetts mothers has been 
less than in the cas@ of mothers born in 
other states in the union. In other words, 
the foreign born mothers have had more 
children than the native born, but there 
have been twice as many deaths among 


the children of the former as among the | 


children of thelatter. Probably this excess 
of deaths is easily explained by sanitary 
causes. 

Upon the whole, the showing {fs ex- 
tremely creditable and is matter for gen- 
eral congratulation, for Massachusetts stock 
is still good stock, and if fewer children 
of the native stock are dying, then the 
outlook is promising. 
mothers are not remiss in duty. 
Massachusetts babies have al) the chances 
of living in their favor. When grown up 
they make good citizens, for, in spite of 
fads, queer notions, and crankeries, Mas- 
sachusetts is still a leader in all civilizing 
ideas, is still well governed, has large re- 
spect for law, and great § civic pride. 
There cannot be too many Massachusetts 
babies of the right sort. 


HEATED BRAINS. 

An English experimenter has discovered 
@ fact of which he himself has not per- 
ceived the significance. He conducted a 
series of tests of the ability of different 
kinds of headgear to retain the heat. . By 
the ald of a self-registering thermometer 
worn inside the hat he found that the 
Panama hat is the coolest kind of cover 
ing for the head, while the temperature in- 
side 4n automobile cap rose to 98 degrees 
when the temperature outside was only 78. 
Even the abused tall silk hat is ten degrees 
cooler than the automobile cap.

The brain becomes 
overheated, with an effect like that of sun- 
stroke in a mild degree. The driver is

While there are many excellent 
points in the English railroad system, and 
the roads are greatly to be commended for 
their small fatality list as compared with 
our own, the Dnglish railroad managers have 
yet much to learn from the American.

The unfortunate duchess of Genoa is in- 
deed handicapped by a heritage of eccen- 
tricity from both her parents. For if the 
branch of the royal dynasty of Spain to 
which her mother belonged was renowned 
for ite lack of mental balance, her father’s 
family, namely, the ancient house of Wit- 
telsbach, has for several generations past 
Shown evidence of the strain: of insanity 
in its blood. Its chief, King Otto of Bavaria, 
hag ‘been an incurable lunatic ever since his 
accession to the throne, just twenty years 
ago, when he succeeded his brother, King 
Louls, who drowned himself in the Stahrem- 
berg lake after having been deprived of the 
reins of government as insane. Princess 
Amelia, as I have already. mentioned above, 
was an acknowledged lunatic during the last 
ten years of her life, and Duke Siegfried of 
Bavaria has developed symptoms of the 
same lunacy as that which wrecked the 
brain of his cousin, King Louis, manifesting 
the same horror for strangers and intense 
aversion to daylight. In fact, he is never will- 
ing to take his meals or to stir out of the 
beautiful old castle of Biederstein, where he 
is confined, until night has spread its pall 
of darkness over the surrounding country. 

As in the case of King Louls and of Prince 
Otto, the blow which wrecked the reason of 
Duke Siegfried of Bavaria has been an un- 
fortunate love affair, for he was jilted on the 
eve of the day appointed for his marriage by 
his flancée, Arch@uchess Maria Annunziata 
of Austria, half sister of Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, the heir apparent.

Although the English secretary of state 
for war is a mere civilian and a lawyer, in- 
stead of being a soldier, yet he has created a 
most favorable impression at Berlin, where, 
by desire of King Edward, he has been spend- 
ing a wéek as the guest of the kaiser, being 
most hospitably entertained and made much 
of by the German minister of war, Gen. von 
Einem, by the chief of the general staff, 
Gen. von Moltke, and by other of the princi- 
pal military dignitaries of the German em- 
pire. In fact, he has achieved more success 
at Berlin among military men and has been 
initiated into more of the military secrets of 
Germany than any other Englishman who 
has ever visited the Prussian capital. 

There have been several reasons for this. 
In the first place, Mr. Richard Haldane is a 
wonderfully able administrator, and pos- 
sesses to a marked degree those particular 
qualities which have been ascribed to 
‘‘ Sunoptikos,”’ that is to say, “the man 
who sees all things together at the same 
time ’’; in one word, who has a great mental 
grasp. Then, too, he is a perfect German 
scholar, graduated with high honors from 
Gottingen and other leading German univer- 
sities; has published English translations of 
German philosophical works and German 
translations of English contributions to 
science, and combines,.with a freedom from 
prejudice, the most wonderful modesty, not 
unmixed with unaffected dignity. In fact, 
he is a fascinating man, just the kind that 
would appeal te the best element in Ger- 
many.

While at Berlin he was shown ¢verything 
that there was to see, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that some of the features 
which more particularly struck him in con- 
nection with German military administration 
will be applied by him to the English army. 
Richard Haldane is still a relatively young 
man, being barely 50 years. of. age, is a dis- 
tinguished member of the bar, a nephew of 
the late Prof. Sir John Burdon Sanderson, 
whose fame as a specialist in physiology is 
international, and is descended from James 
Haldane, the great Scotch evangelist who 
accomplished north of the Tweed much of 
the same kind of work as that wrought ia 
England by Wesley. It may be added that 
Secretary Haldane’s visit to Berlin has gone 
far toward diminishing, at any rate in offi- 
cial circles, the animosity which has for the 
last two years prevailed against England in 
Berlin.

It ig believed that there is a play 
where hidden in “ Barbara's Millions,” which 
Lillian Russell presented at the Lilinois last 
evening. It may be only a play microbe, but 
there are occasional symptoms of its being 
there, The large and fashionable audience 
which watched the performance studied hard 
and patiently to discover if there was a play 
or not, but after nearly three hours of close 
attention it is doubtful if any one present 


was really certain. 
The performance gave the impression that 
probably in the original French comedy by 


Croisset, from which Paul Potter adapted* 


may have been a 
bright, attractive warp and woof. of 
intrigue, but the adapter had s0 
washed, bleached, and smoothed this dra- 
matie fabric that all its original color and 
pattern had @isappeared. There was nothing 
left save a loosely woven, pale remnant, 
which hung limp and motionless most of the 
time despite the strenuous efforts made to 
wave it spiritedly. 

Here is the story ag nearly as it could be 
discovered and put together: Barbara, an 
American heiress, is in Switserland, and ts 
in love with a young fellow who lives in the 
same house with her and is known as a doc- 
tor—George Duval. Her aunt, who is a 
vulgar, French-mangling person who fre- 
quents Carlsbad, is opposed to the match, 
but readily gives her consent when it be- 
comes known that George is in reality the 
Marquis de Caussade. Barbara becomes the 
marquise, and for two months she and her 
aunt coddle the new husband until he be- 
comes desperate. Fernande, the wife of his 
friend Ernest, is a gay piece of femininity 
and entices George to meet her alone at a 
mountain chalet of unsavory reputation... 
Barbara hears of the plan, thinks her hus- 
band is false to her, and goes herself to the 
chalet. There she meets the willing wan- 
derer when he comes for his appointment 
with the other woman, pretends she herself 
ig distinctly gay, and he leaves in disgust, 
declaring he will have a divorce. 

A year passes. George and Barbara have 
separated and he thinks the divorce ha@® been 
secured. He longs for her and she for him. 
Especially kindly chance brings them to 
adjoining rooms in a hotel, the telephone 
wires are crossed and the supposed divorced 
couple get to talking with each other. Ap- 
polutment is made for a téte-A-téte supper 
at the ol@ home place, the appointment is 
kept, and after a series of forced complica- 
tions all is explained and everything en@® 
happily.

There is mo question that the Pasteur 
method of killing the germe in milk has 
saved the lives of thousands of infants. In 
carrying out this method we are simply 
choosing the lesser of two evils. 

Here is where social conditions play an 
important part im infamt feeding, beoause 
the class of people who are able to take their 
children to the source of the milk supply, 
or aré able to pay for the extra cost of 
absolutely pure milk, need néver use steril- 
ization o¢ pasteurization. On the other 
hand, those who cannot procure these bene- 
fits should by all means take advantage of 
sterilization or pasteurization when the 
milk supply te in doubt. 

The table mentioned abdve, to be given 
later, shows that mothers’ milk gradually 
increases in strength and. richness from 
birth; also the amount given increases. These 
figures are based on the éxamination of a 
large number of normal women. 

To produce modified milk to correspond to 
these percentages it ie only necessary that 
we have milk or cream of a known percent- 
age. For convenience’s sake the table is 
figured on two percentages of milk, one con- 
taining 10 per cent of fat and the other 7 
per cent. 

Ten per cent fat milk le prepared by re- 
moving the Upper third of a quart bottle of 
milk, or by mixing equal parts of milk and 
cream, which contains 16 per cent fat. 
This cream is that which is ordinarély sold. 

Seven per cent fat milk may be prepared 
by removing the upper half of a quartjof 
miik, or by using three parte milk and one 
part 16 per cent fat cream. 

It ig usually preferable to take the upper 
half or upper third of the milk, according 
to the percentage wished, rather than to 
mix the milk with cream, for the reason that 
the cream is older than the milk, and@ijteis 
hard to say how long it may have etood since 
being produced ¢ 


oe 

The other ingredients are line water, milk 
sugar, and water. Milk sug is used in 
/ preference to cane sugar, which is the com- 
mon table sugar, as milk sugar is made from 
cow's milk and seems more suitable for in- 
fant feeding. In case cane sugar is used, one 
should take half the quantities mentioned 
in the tables. 

In measuring milk sugar a govd way to do 
is to get a box that holds exactly one gr two 
ounces, or @ measuring glass, in which it 
will be found that two ounces of sugar will 
come up to the four ounces mark of liquid 
measure. 

Im regard to the water that is ueed in 
diluting, the same should be said here as 
thucughout childhood. The best kind of 
water is pure spring water. Next to this is 
one of the distilled waters. If neither of 
these is used, boil and filter ‘the water from 
the tap, as in most large cities one cannot use 
with safety the hydrant water. 

The utensils needed for the home modi- 
fication of milk should be simple and easily 
cleaned. Moreover, they should not be used 
for any other purposes. A two quart 
graniteware pitcher for mixing food. a long 
graniteware spoom, a graniteware funnel, one 
sixteen ounce glase graduate, a cream dip- 
per—the beet kind is one which will go into 
an ordinary quart bottle without disturbing

The most sorupulous care of both nipples 
and bottles le necessary. Botties should be 
rinsed with cold water and then wazhed 
with hot soapsuds and a bottle brueh. Be- 
fore being filled with. milk they should be 
thoroughly rinsed and boiled for ten minutes. 

The nipples should be bolted after using 
and then left in boric acid solution till ueed. 

As to the best method of preparing the food, 
the entire amount for twenty-four hours 
should be prepared at one time. 

Before using any of the wuteneile they 
should be thoroughly washed, and, when 
possible, boiled or sterilized. 


—_—- 

Having been given the proper formula, we 
are ready to modify the milk. Taking as 
an example an average child 5 months of 
age, the percentage table shows the milk 
should contain 8.50 per cent fat; sugar 7 
per cent; proteids, 1.75 per cent. On looking 
over the table we find that to make forty 
ounces we take twenty ounces 7 per cent 
milk, elghteen ounces of water, two ounces of 
lime water, two ounces of milk sugar. 

The first thing to do ia to dissolve the two 
ounces of milk sugar in eighteen ounces of 
water. This should be boiled for a moment 
or two and etrained through the funnel, 
in which a small piece of cotten has been 
placed. 


This is placed into the pitcher, the lime | 
twenty ounces of milk | 


water added, and 
teken from the upper half of two quart bot- 
tles. It wilh be moticed in this formula that 
to obtain 7 per cent milk one must take 
the upper, haif of a bottle. The upper half 
only contains sixteen ounces. Therefore, 
it will be necessary to take the upper half 
of two bottles and take twenty ounces from 
this. 

Of course it is understood that these bot- 
tles have stood long enough after being 
filled at the dairy to have the cream rise.

After ali the ingrediente have been thus 
put together, the whole should be stirred and 
then divided into bottles, seven feedings of 
five ounces each. After this they should 
be stopped with cotton and them put In an 
icebox, or the bottles can stand for a few 


moments in cold running water to chill the 


milk im cape it is at all warm. ig then 
put in the icebox. , 

If it is necessary to pasteurizeé or sterilize 
the milk, as soon as it is mixed it is put into 
the sterilizer, and when finished it is cooled 


in. the same manner as above.

NEW YORE STOCK MARKET SHOWS 
GREAT IRREGULARITY. 


Speculative Element Pushes Many 
Features Upward by Means of Sud- 
den and Heavy Dealings, but When 
Each Issue Is Dropped It Falle 
Backward Rapidly Because of 
Realizing Sales—Closing Is Weak 
at Near the Lowest Point.

NEW YORK, Sept. 17.—[{Special. }—Prac- 
tically all of the stocks which have been 
prominent recemly were made subject to 
dealings by the speculative element today. 
and the furious bursts of activity: with which 
buying of the stocks were no more prom- 
inent than the sudden falls into d@uliness 
whicu marked the turn of the market to a 
new feature. The various stocks which were 
dropped from active trading were also set on 
a downward trend by heavy profit taking 
sales. 

The gaine made by the features, while 
they were subject to the speculators’ at+ 
tempts to raise prices, were not maintained 
to the close, and but, few stocks showed much 
advance in the final quotations. The closing 
was weak. 

Individual transactions in separate stccks 
were large and gave the impression of orders“ 
executed from one source or under concerted 
operations. Purely speculative operations 
by room traders in following these move- 
ments were on am enormousr scale and with- 
out any pretense of information to base the 
buying on. Blocks’ of thousands of shares 
were bought on the ficor, and often quickly 
sold at a slight advance for no other motive 
than that they looked good for a movement. 
Some of the day’s conspicuous movements 
were advertised beforehand, and were gub- 
ject to widely circulated tips before the mar- 
ket opened. 

The railway equipment stocks responded 
early to this showing of conditions. Amal- 
gamated Copper responded to the showing of 
general prosperity in the copper trade and 
to specific rumors of intended increase in the 
dividend on Anaconda and on its own stock. 

The later rise in the call money rate to 10 
per cent. had something to co with the reac- 
tionary tendency of the later stock market, 
although the palpable speculative ¢«xploita- 
tion of stocks that was going on and the man- 
ner in which different issues were thrown 
aside as fast as their possibilities were ¢«x- 
hausted excited some unedsiness. The hard- 
ening of the money rate was attributed tothe 
arrangements making for a payment of an in- 
stallment of subscriptions to Baltimore and 
Ohio new stock, which called for something 
like $10,000,000.
